•RTSS RI-PORTS INDICATI:— 
;ind coinradc.s on ihc spot con¬ 
firm it—that almost the entire popu¬ 
lation of Glasgow, Clydebank and 
the surrounding industrial area of 
Clydeside fully support the action 
of UCS workers in refusing to sub¬ 
mit to being thrown on the dole. It 
is not surprising. Unemployment in 
the area is running at more than 
10 per cent of the male population 
and on Clydebank, if the shipyards 
arc closed down as planned, it will 
reach slump proportions of more 
than 18 per cent. 

Evers' industry is afTccled. not 
only shipbuilding but mining, .steel, 
motors, engineering, thread-making, 
the lot. Oydeside is the worst hit 
but ihc whole of Scotland is be¬ 
ginning to suffer the blight of un¬ 
employment. Pleas to Ihc Govern¬ 
ment to invest in the area have 
fallen on deaf cars. Having plun¬ 
dered Scotland of its forests, its raw 
materials, and exploited its labiiur 
for a hundred years, capital is 
now conccntnitinc. centralising, and 
forming multi-national companies 
wjiich .seek their profits in the Mid- 
iandi;« in the South.East and—above 
all—in the Common Market. As 
they .sec it. Scotland will Isceome a 
proving ground for modern arma¬ 
ments and the only industry will l)C 
the exploitation of its great natural 
beauty for the benefit of rich tourists 
If this happens then, as tme eco¬ 
nomist has recently declared, ahoiii 
two million .Scottish workers will 
have to emigrate or starv'c. The 
only expi^rt trade left will be whisky 
and .shortbread. 

IS THIS DEMOCRACY? 

It is absurd, ridiculous, and down¬ 
right immoral that the lives of thou¬ 
sands of working men and their 
families should thus be placed in 
jeopardy by decisions taken in jamie 
‘corridor of power' hundreds of 
miles away in London or Brussels. 
Yet such is the case in this so-called 
democratic Slate. The people's views 
count for nothing. How docs die 
Government hope to get away with 
ii? True they liavc all the app;ira- 
lus of force and coercion at their 
disposal, but not even this collec¬ 
tion of Tory rascals can rcli.sh 
the idea of using force to com¬ 
pel the workers to give up the ship- 
vards and eo on the dole. That 
would surely create a Bogsidc on 
Clydeside. It would seem, there¬ 
fore. that if the w<irkcrs of Clydeside 
stand firm and rcfu.se to evacuate 
the yards they will win the battle 
wiihiiul anv bl»iodshcd at all. 

Ur'S workers are. in efTcci. lolling 
(he Gi'vernmcni to go to hell. That 
is fine—but why stop there? If die 
majority of the pci>ple in this pan 
of Scotland think the Government 
is wriing. that it has deserted the 
people in the interests of Big Busi¬ 
ness. then why not get on with 
producing things that pc<iplc need— 
without Ihc Governnieni. without 
employers, and without private 
profu-niaking? Surely, if the 
Govcrnmcnl'.s inicniion is clearlv i<i 
.sacrifice Clydeside to the overall 
plans of capital, it.is high time that 
the Government was ignored and 
the people look matters into- their 
own hands. AII..that is .required is 
that we lose the ingrained habit of 

lis rather than doing things for

ourselves. 

If a legal spinel ion is needed, why 
not ask the people for their views? 
Wliy not a referendum of everyone 
in the area? Glasgow Corp<'»raiion 
could Ik asked iv> organise it, but 
if they won't then surely the UCS 
w’orkers could do it themselves? 
Any costs could be met from collec¬ 
tions taken all over Britain, llic 
question on the referendum could 
be simple: do you agree that the 
people should run their own affairs 
—yes or no! Tlic actual voting 
w'ould have to be preceded by a 
period of discussion in which meet¬ 
ings could be held in all the fac¬ 
tories. the shipyards, the schools, 
the streets, and everyone would be 
free to pul his pL'^inl of view. 

When the decision was finally 
made—and assuming that it went 
in favour of carrying on prixluction 
despite the wishes of the Govcmnicnl 
—then it would only remain to de¬

NOT POLITICAL rAUC 

Such an cnieipriM: JwuWnT be 
as easy as the present .&ursc of or¬ 
ganising token strikes aM petitions 
to the Westminster Government or 
the TUC—bui at least it would have 
the advantage of involving every¬ 
one in positive and practice action. 
Not p^^liiical talk, hut serious action 
to make the indcp^.*ndcnt immunity 
thrive in the interests of iU members. 
Naturally, the sot \ A'f thjngs such 
a community would produce would 
not be the same as it pvt^uccs now 
under the rule of pff^tc capital 
and private prcifit-making. ^ TTic lest 


would Ik: is it useful? NtU. is it 
profitable? Eirsi priority would be 
the provision of food, clothes and 
.shelter for all -not luxuries for .some 
and a riHvm in a tenement for the 
rest. 'Hie children, the old and the' 
sick would have to be provided with 
exactly the same living standards 
as everyone else. It would mean re¬ 
constructing the whole area, building 
decent homes, schools, hospitals, 
parks and play spaces, and cleaning 
up the filth, decay and pollution 
left by a hundred years of capitalist 
exploitation. 

There would be no unemployed. 
The idea is preposterous. There 
would be jobs for all—and. 1 am 
sure, with very much reduced hours 
of w'ork. Factory work could alter¬ 
nate with work in the fields. The 
whole klca would be to abandon 
the scn.scicss idea of ‘growth’ at 
all costs in favour of the human 
idea of providing a pleasant environ¬ 
ment for all to enjoy. 


Eventually there would have to 
be a moneyless economy—but for 
a while no doubt money would be 
nccc.ssary to buy food from the 
farmers and to conduct a certain 
amount of foreign trade. But as 
rapidly as possible there would 
surely have to be common store¬ 
houses of all the necessities from 
which all could take what they 
needed. Clydeside is rich in skills, 
in industrial plant and in raw ma¬ 
terials like coal and water and pro¬ 
bably iron, and of course it has a 
great seaport. There is absolutely 
no reason at all why a Oydeside 
Free Community should not survive 
and prosper, once freed from the 
dead hand of government and the 
ravages of private profit-making. 
There would be problems galore to 
overcome, and the biggest of all 
would be the feeling of lots of ordi¬ 
nary people that they just couldn’t 
run things themselves without dircc-

rpHt STORMONT GOVERNMr.NTS 
^ decision lo resort to intcrnnicni with¬ 
out Iriul illuNir.'ilcs the fr.igiliiy of our 
so-c:illcd 'demL'cralic institutions. With 
Mr. Ilc;ilh‘s agreement, the poxcmmcnl 
of Mr. Faulkner is enacting measures 
which arc so deplored when utilised 
by totalitarian n:gimc%. Nothing shows 
more clearly th.at all governments ul¬ 
timately need and use undemocratic 
methods vsben their power is threatened. 

Governments arc quick to condemn the 
use of violence when it is directed at 
their power, but they hold a near mono¬ 
poly and arc quick to use it against any 

adversity.

All the major political panics in this 
country*, the national press and probably 
most of the general public have sup¬ 
ported the inicmmcnl decision. At best 
they see it as a regrettable necessity. The 
outer)* that followed similar mclhods 
used in Aden. Cyprus and Nyasaland 
bears no contparison. Perhaps the threat 
is too near hontc for comfort and so 
they arc willing to condone ‘undenuscralic 
methods*.

It is also very doubtful whether intern¬ 
ment has brought the desired results. 

Par from rounding up the hard core of 
IRA provisionals, the :iulhorilics cast 
their nets very wide and incitided six 
members of the People's l>cm»)cracy 
Central Comitlcc and the moderate civil 
rights movement. The ease with which 
an IRA provisional member turned 
up and spoke at a press conference 
shows that the British troops have 
hardly scratched the surf.icc. While 
Mr. Lynch's government in Dublin re¬ 
fuses to enact the s:imc measures, it is 
doubtful whether the internments will 
slop the IK A. 

It is ironic that both Mr. Faulkner 
and Mr. Lynch desperately need lo find 
common ground to co-opcralc and yet 
both arc held captive by factions within 
their governments. Mr. Lynch's con¬ 
demnation of inicrnmcnl and his slalc- 
mcnl that the Stormont w-as 'incapable of 
just government and contemptuous of the 
norms of’British democracy to which they 
pretend allegiance' is sheer’hypocrisy. 

9pl>L eight months agp^hc,abrB^cn«d:,(he 
same measures. 
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.Mr. Lynch has. alfo tried lo pass 
anii-tr;ide union IcfiiUtion and despite 
opposition, his Prohibition of Forcible 
IZntrv and Occupatioo'% Bill has become 
law. ■ - 

By condemning inkrnmcnl in the 
North, he has kept ttc initiative and 
headed off those whoi>voiild have sent 
Eircann troops to thdjpordcr. His con¬ 
ference of 'all interc^cd parties* is yet 
another ploy to ait^^is survival, while 
he knows that Mr.*^ Faulkner will not 
survive if he agrees to'such a deal. 

With both the governments of the 
North and the Soulb'ir a political cleft 
stick*, the tragedy ii Utat there is no 
alternative at the moment to fill the 
vacuum. ProtesUnU, .incensed by the 
shooting.s and their fears of the IRA, 
arc likely to really .join in (he fighlirig. 
Gun battles bctwi^ people of different 
religious faiths aie tKc last thing "that 
anarchists wootd want to happen, but 
at the same time a blind prejudice does 


c.xist between the tw'o religious commu¬ 
nities. It is causing many Catholic 
families to move south and the Pro¬ 
testants lo get out of the predominantly 
Catholic areas for both of them fear 
reprisals. Bigoted religious faiths sep¬ 
arate people who could equally fill this 
vacuum with an aUemativ*c. 

All governments maintain their power 
by dividing their peoples. Nation slates 
arc in fact two nations w'iihin one gco- 
graphic«il area, those that own and don- 
Ifol the economic wealth and those who 
produce this same w*calth. The police 
and the armed forces are there, lo sec 
that this situation is maintained. But 
both Ihc Stormont and the Dail have 
used what in mo^ countries is an out¬ 
dated method of maintaining power, re¬ 
ligion. All is'ftpIl^tTTfivbiprTies and CTb.*un 
in the. C^holic souiK and so'^^boih fear 
iKc pedpicf V^riro^^ctj^itjc^^ 

keep (he two nations within their boun¬ 


daries. and only the people can create .*10 
alternative. 

A REAL ALTERNATIVE 

Both Catholics and Protesunts must 
unite, as they have to a limited e.xtcnt 
in their trade unions, to force the British 
troops out of Ireland. If a West of 
Scotland Workers* Council existed and 
started to take ovxr industry as proposed 
in last week's Fre£DOM, British troops 
would be needed on (he Oyde and (his 
would have assisted (hose struggling for 
freedom in Ireland. It would create a 
real alternative to this present rotten 
system that divides man against man 
and show the way to co-operation. Wo 
all have the (ask of ending the British 
occupation and assisting those in Irclaod * 
who seek an alternative to the capitalist 
exploitation of man by man. 

While one can understand the attitude 
of the IRA. they arc nationalists first 
and socialists second. In the north they 
are ver)* anti-Protestant and it is little 
w'ondcr that those of that faith fcar.thcm. 
Slogans shouted on Sunday's march, 
in support of the IR.A. by ‘left socialists*, 
show* how opportunist and unprincipled 
they arc. The IRA are an authoritarian 
org.inisation who are out lo impose 
their solution on the situation without 
letting the - mass of the people of the 
north decide. 

A campaign of moss civil disobedience 
and resistance to internment and (he 
legalised murder by British troops is 
being mounted. The refusals to pay rent 
and rates to municipal authorities, backed 
up by industrial action (a one-day strike 
has already taken place in l^rr>'). w*ould 
hurl the Stormont and Westminster 
harder than the n.itionatist aims of Ihc 
IRA. Solidarity with such a campaign 
could be given by workers in this country 
and in Eire. 

Neither Bclfusi. Dublin nor West¬ 
minster can reform aw-ay capitalist ex- 
ploilation. When (his is realised, then 
we will have a rcvolu(ionar>* situation 
and the institutional violence of the 
State will be used here as well as in 
Ireland.

breed silences disturbing for civil liberties 
and uncivil awareness. What stops the 
growth of more bookshops .'ind magazine 
stalls? Only lack of energy and de^^irc: 
disiraclions of men and women and 
desolation maybe. But we must show a 
tenth of that cITort which propels the 
miljiar)' and police forces of violent 
authority. We must also show a con¬ 
tempt for mere production; better to 
sit on our arses and think about what 
we arc prcMiuclng: who arc wr producing 
for; and—most important of all—doe*; 
it need to be produced? If Ihc unions 
reaJly wanted to do some useful work 
on behalf of their members, from their 
comfortable offices, they would be re- 
5 Carchjng into future needs and future 
jobs possible—r.alher than silling tight 
on the siluaciiin as it is. 

]t would be hopeful to think that 
workers on the Clyde svcrc also thinking 
about future )obs beyond keeping .ship¬ 
yards open. Bui as anyone know's who 
has only the weekly w.agc, no bank 
balance or s^ivings, to have the lime to 
work out such aims is difficult and tiring. 
Any ph>*skal w'ork saps the brain ais 
ss’oll fts (he Isidy unless vcr>' strong in 
charaaer and belief. 

The fact remains that Oz and tT 
provoke disturbing thoughts of idleness 
in men and women who have been taught 
that W‘ork in itself is a virtue. Whether 
produciog bombs or CS G.as. vegetables 
or defoliants to kill the vegetables. 
Produce. Produce. Produce. ft is 
sonacthing which has to be learnt. To 
be able to sit and read; to watch the 
river flow; to listen to birds or to words: 
to sit and dream. But who can niTord 
to sit and dream waih a family to feed 
and no .slocks and shares; no income 
from other people’s sweat. We simply 
have to devise our own work which pro¬ 
vides sufficient income to live. 

Having started a secondhand bookshop 
of anarchist intent, taking sufficient to 
pay rent and electricity, pay for food 
and clothes—mostly good clothes from 
jumble salc.v. etc.—one lives ccrt.'iinly 
on less money than most people; but 
bec;)use we adapt to circumstances v^c 
live full lives.

Design and y>niit 
posters and if they arc good enough 
>ou can sell some. Prepare spots 
for local radio, hand out leaflets in 
the streets, on the underground, and 
to people in traffic jams. Tell the 
local press about what you arc doing 
and tell the Fnends of the Earth 50 
they ean tell the rest.

There was little 
in the life of Beardsley, only his mag¬ 
nificent black and white drawings, and 
the huge volume of letters contain little 
beyond the small talk of a young man 
who succeeded and enjoyed his success;

VX/AY back in THE THIRTIES when 
D. H. Lawrence was having trouble 
with the fuzz on account of Lady 
Lover, an Italian printer waa 
asked to print it. It w-as thought (hat 
he ought lo be (old what it was all 
about since they didn’t want him lo 
get into trouble without knowing- When 
lotd. he said, ‘Oh that if is nothing 
—we do it all the lime.’ 

This story came back to me when 
I heard of the death of Comrade 
Charlie Lahr (who lold it to me) at 
the age of 86, He wms a.^smaU-iime 
publisher and bookseller and was partly 
responsible for (he distribuiioh of such 
copies of LCL as mpicriously found 
their way into the country during the 
lime when il was banned. 

Charlie called himself an anarchist and 
xs a German subject was interned in 
19M-)S (at Alexandra Palace with 
Rudolf Rocker) and briefly in 1940. 
When told in 1941 that he could quite 
easily claim British citizenship, replied, 
‘Why should 1. when Fve been trying lo 
be Stateless all nay life?’ 

During (he thirties he was responsible 
(along with Archer) for publishing maga¬ 
zines such as The Coterie. The New 
Coterie and a whole scries of booklets 
called The Blue Moon booklets, which 
H-ent as near the bone as could be, 
Paiticul.arlv remembered is a pamphlet 


by Richard Aldington called Baits, wfudi'' 
was merely a dcscriptcoa of the giaaB^ 
phyed with spherical objects. There 
too a book called The Benefits Mora! and r- 
Seeufar of Assassination. His IKeory Jj 
sponsorships were few but ipccuculor, ^ 
His lifelong ambition seems to hare 
been to be done for obscenity. 

But it is by his series of shops (bU 
he chiefly be remembered Shoft '.f\ 
which were probably os profitless (bi /• 
money terms) to Charlie os they were to 
his creditors. One Axnild go in for t T 
twopenny pamphlet found amidst (be 
glorious muddle which marked all hb ' 
shops.

Party) appears *in a sense, a continuation* 
of Mick Costello’s ‘Some Aspects of 
Anarchist Philosophy* (published in AfT. 
March 1970) entitled 'Anarchist Ideas 
Tod.ay’, 

Neither space nor inclination make 
possible an exhaustive analysis of the 
errors and misrepresentations contained 
in the article. Although specifically 
entitled '.■Xnarchisi Ideas Today’ it 
(for example) s.iys the AFB publishes 
Freeoo.m and ow'ns Freedom Press. It 
also links the publication of FREF.txtxi 
and Anarchy as taking place at Freedom 
Press under the AFB. We arc accused 
of dropping the slogan ‘For Workers* 
Control’ 'from its sub-title*. Mr. Costello 
labels the ‘Solid.arity* organisation as 
'anarchist*. Whose face is red? 

It seems possible that this article w.xs 
onginally in two parts. Part two seems to 
have been delayed by more than a year! 
But it would e.xplain the failure to 
notice the independence of Anarchy 
which would provide a wonderful c.x- 
amplc of fissiparous tendencies in an¬ 
archism. to coin a Marxist phrase. 

The final section of the article is 
worth reprodudng in full, fleadcd omi¬ 
nously 'Appro.ach to Anarchists' it reads:

These two articles h.avc been con¬ 
cerned with political ideas and the 
anarchist approach to Revolution.

I should like to say 
that the approach Communists might 
adopt towards anarchists is the same 
as towards other sections of the militant 
non-Communisl Left and could well be 
lc.irnt from Lenin, as exemplified in 
What is To Be Dime? and in Left-Win^ 
Conimuiusni—an infantile Disorder. For 
all the problems of working with ‘Left 
Wing Communists’, Lenin first fCosIclIo’s 
ilaJicsl welcomed them, with their h.strcd 
of'capitalism, seeing this as fertile ground 
on which much good could be built. 
This never prevented him making as 
clearly as he knew how his criticism 
of the weaknesses in their outlook.’ 

‘Doth Communists and Anarchists 
could do well to remember that the 
leader of Russian .•\narchism, Peter Kro¬ 
potkin witnessed the Russian soct.xlist 
rcs'olution and. despite his disagreements 
with a lot that was going on stayed 
in Russia until his death in 1921.

O N THE NIGHT of .May 19. a milk 
truck svas taking its load to the 
bottling plant at Pontivy.

Admiration, love, or t&e honest recog¬ 
nition that another hunttn being is more 
knowledgeable in a certain subject, is 
truthful and therefore good; empty- 
headed adul.siion of a manufactured 
superman just confirms the anarchist’s 
suspicions, ami ihc^truth of Juvenal’s 
dictum (that all the masses neesi arc 
ciroLscs and bre.isf),' and ample vindi¬ 
cation of the Situiilionist’s attack on (he 


triumph of 'the spectacle*. 

If we were truly logictil as arutrchisls, 
wo would, I think, not merely approach 
heroes and their worship with ‘hciilthy’ 
irreverence, but would condemn, with 
contemptuous disdain, the vvholo ridicu¬ 
lous app.iratus. which, for its snivelling, 
continued c.xistcncc. is only too aware 
of (he value of the daily production of 
some one-dimensional god or other, 
promoted by the advertising agencies of 
garbage, for the delectation and delight 
of a willing mob of .’icquicscenl boot¬ 
lickers. 

Unfortunately, of course, for those 
who care for people as individuals, there 
is often a person of substance under¬ 
neath the shit of synthetic mythology. 
But how can one. in such a simation. 
disentangle fact from stinking fiction? 
Where the laws of economics rule the 
show, how can the media be expected 
to care a d.imn ahvsul the substance? 
The prim.scy of profit demands pretence;

Once inside the glittering trap of 
meaningless ’fame', the ‘successful* are 
just pathetic failures, acting out their 
tragic roles like puppets on the strings 
of businessmen.

really deluded anybody so much as them¬ 
selves if they ever believed th.ii they 
could avoid becoming just another poor 
sucker in the personality machine. 

It’s an old truism, hut timclcsslv valid, 
like all tnilhs; leaders arc leaders, as 
long as there arc followers.

In several lengthy studies produced by 
the group itself. Michael Tobin* has 
been exploring this possibility. Com¬ 
bining non-inlellectuni insights with wide 
reading in science in a very inlcrcsiing 
way (one publie.ition is even in verse!), 
he tries to suggest Ihni Ihcrc arc poicn- 
lially 'cauvil patterns of dcvclopmciil’ by 
which man as a siKial organism would be 
able lo relate properly, ihrtuigh ‘force 
fields in an overall stale of equilibrium*, 
to other simple and complex organisms. 

An American university quarterly’ 
which published an article by Tobin 
said that his conception of man in the 
cosmos rivalled that of Teilhard dc 
Chardin for grandeur—which must be 
about the first time a floor sweeper has 
received lhal particular accolade. 

Such grand theories arc nevertheless 
embedded firmly in ordinary everyday 
events—at the power station and else¬ 
where. This is perhaps ihc bcsl ihing 
about ihc Medway group. Each tentative 
step can still be made carefully, on 
ihis practical level. Pirrr.R Inoi.
